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WHAT IT MEANS 


Any election can be interpreted 
in several ways, depending on 
which side you happen to be. 
The Chaffey school vote last Fri- 
day is no exception; however 
it is possible to draw some im- 
partial conclusions from its re- 
sults, 

Here are a few: 

1. The tremendous majority ac- 
corded Richard C .Wolf of Fon- 
tana not only demonstrated that 
Fontana was determined to be 
represented on the board but also 
Mr. Wolf’s great popularity in his 
community-—a fact which we re- 
ported in our recent series on 
Chaffey. This also shows the 
fair-mindedness of people in the 
Upland and Ontario district .For 
most of them were convinced 
that Fontana should have a man 
on the board and they very un- 
selfishly voted for him to make it 
possible. 

2. While Alfred H. Utman re- 
ceived heavy support in Cuca- 
monga, Alta Loma, Etiwanda 
and Camp Baldy, he was one of 
the two winners in Upland also. 
While the fact that both Nelson 
Van Fleet and Frederic Dundas 
were candidates split up the rest 
of the vote here, it is true that 
Mr. Utman is well-liked in Upland 
and in many parts of Ontario. 

3. Mr. Dundas lost for two rea- 
sons—first, the splitting of votes 
between him, Mr. Van Fleet and 
Mr. Utman, and second, because 
of the two different stands he 
took on the “Chaffey Situation.” 
Last March he antagonized one 
group and just a week ago the 
other. Neither side seemed to be 
quite sure where he stood. 

4. It was a record vote because 
attention has been focused on 
Chaffey all year long. People 
took sides and when that happens 
you get a large turnout.
